E clos’d Yefterday’s Courant with a Paffage 
of the late Addrefs to her Majefty from both 
Houfes of Parliament, fhewing their Sentiments of 
the Acquifition of the feveral great Parts of the 
Spanifh Monarchy that are now in the Poifeifion of 
the Houfe of Auftria. Their Judgment is the more 
to be valued for the Equity and Impartiality that 
fhines in other Parts of that Addrefs. ’Tis with the 
greateft Juftice, that they complain of frequent 
Difappointments on the Partof the Emperour and 
Empire; it muft be confefs’d that if the Germa- 
nick Body had in the Courfe of this War exerted 
themfelves anfwerably ro their Strength, and not 
been wanting to their Engagements with the other 
Allies, ic might have been brought much nearer to 
a happy Conclufion than it feems to beat prefent. 
The Difappointment on the Molelle in 1705, re- 
mains a Blot upon them. The Advantage the Mar- 


‘thal de Villars tock of their Supinerefs the begin- 


ning of the izft Campaign, rais’d the Enemies Spirits 
and ftrengthen’d their Hands againft the Duke of 
Savoy and the Duke of Marlborough: Who ftart- 
ing from Turin and Ramilly, might even have met 
in their Career of Honour, had the Empire drawn 
their Hands out of their fluggith Bofoms to lighten 
them of fome part of the Weights that hung upon 
them. Lect the Emperour have his Share of the 
Blame the Germanick Body bave juftly incurr’d 
for thefe and other great Difappointments. As 
he is the Head of the Empire, he ought for Exain- 
ple-fake to bave fully perform’d his Part of the En- 
gagements that Body is under to the grand Alliance: 
Nor will we offer ro excufe him, by alledging that 
oiber Members of the Germanick Body, who have 
more Abiliry than he, have contributed fo much 
lefs than he of their Contingents to the Army of the 
Empire, that indeed they have hardly contributed 


Service : In the mean while they fic fafe and quiet, 
being never reach’d by thofe Calamities of the 
War that have fallen upon the unhappily-expos’d 
Circles, who have not only furnift’d their Contin- 
gents, but with the greateft Conftancy endur’d the 
Devaftations made by the Enemy in their Country 
without flinching from the general Intereft. 

Had the Writer of the Poftman a {mall Portion 


of that Equity and Impartiality we mention’d, he 


would with the fame Freedom with which he blam’d 
the Emperour’s Conduct in one Point, have com- 


mended it in another : The Emperour’s Regard tothe 


common Caufe is fo vifible in his avoiding to em- 
broil himfelf with a certain Potentate, (who whe- 
ther he feeks Occafions of Difpute rather than of 
procuring Juftice to himfelf or others, the World 
will judge as they find Caufe, chat it certainly deferv'd 
to have been remember’d with Commendation, when 


our Author was weighing in the Balance the Tranf-— 


actions of the laft Year. And if to that fmall Por- 
tion of Equity and I:npartialiry, a few Grains of 
Generofity were added, he could not eafily have 
pafs’d over the State of Affairs in Tranfilvania and 
Hungary fo fuperficially as he bas done, but would 
have inquit’d into the Emperour’s Conduct on that 
fide: "Tis a Subje& little underftood, or rather 


fo generally taken quite wrongs that he might have» 


obiig’d the Publick by ferting it in a fair Light ; 
which Task we will therefore take upon us, and 
difpatch it as briefly. as we can. The hereditary 
Dominions of the Houle of Auftria are the proper 
Bulwark of Chriftendom again the Turks ; being 
by their Situation expos’d co the firft Irruprions of 
the Infilels, and by their Scrength always prepar'd 
to check and hold them in Play rill the more e- 
move Parts of Germany arm and come up to their 
Adiftance. "Twas this that principally recommended

that Family to the Imperial Digaity ; and with fome 
other Caafes chat fell in of Courle with the lntereft 
that Dignicy creates, docs ftill continue it there. 
In 1687 the late Emperonr Leopold ftocd pof- 
fefsd of ail Tranfilvania and almuft all Hunga- 
ry, which he had wreited out of the Hand of the 
Turks; ard by the Treaty of Carlowitz in 
1699 Poifeifion with very lite Aleerati- 
on was fecur’d to him. In 1687 hkewife , 
the prefent Emperour was crown’d Kirg of Hunga- 
ry, and tbe States of that Kingdom affembled at 
Presburg fetrled the Crown not only on him and 
his Heirs, but even on the Spanith Brarch of the 
Houfe of Auftriain Cafe the German Branch fhould 
fail. If the Situation and Strength of the patri- 
monial Dominions of Auftria reccmmended that 
Family to the Imperial Dignity and keeps them in 
it, the Addition of Tranfilvania and Hungary to 
the former Bulwark of Chriftendom naturally in- 
creas'd their In:erett in the Empire ; and well ie 
was for them chat it did fo, otherwiic there are o- 
ther Princes in the Empire who might think them- 
felves confiderable enough to ftand in Competiticn 
with them for the Election to the Imperial Dignity. 
The Emperour having fent into lraly that victo- 
rious Army of Imperialifts which bad done fuch 
Services againft the Infidels, and begun fingly that 
War againft France into which the Confederates 
came a Year afcer, (a Circumftance which ought to 
be remember’d to bis Imperial Majefty’s Honour) 
the French King affoon as he could find Opportunity 
had Recourfe to his ufual Arts, and as he had former- 
ly engag’d the Turk to fall upon the Emperour, fo 
now he engag’d Prince Regotski and furnith’d him 
with Money to practice upon the Hungarians and 
woik them upto a Rebellion: Prete:ces are never 
wanting for juftifying the taking up of Arms by 
Subjects ; and the Truth is, as the World is general- 
ly. govern'd, there are not many Princes who do not 
give their People too real Caufe to complain of Op- 


But to come to the Point ; by the fame Means the 
French King rais’d this Rebellion he foments it, find- 
ing the Benefit of diverting the Arms of a formi- 
dable Enemy who has fo much Reafon to purfue 
him with immortal Hased: ’Tis vifible Prince Ra- 
gotski and the other Chiefs of the Maleconients 
maintain the War for their private Ends, and ob- 
ftruct all Accommodations by making Demands 
that they are fure cannot be comply’d wih: For 
Inftance , Prince Ragotski has demanded ail 
along the Principality of Tranfylvamia for him- 
felf ; and among the Demands for the Hungarians, 


infifted that the Crown fhould be chang’d from He- 


reditary to Elective. As for the ficft Demand, the 
Emperour’s Anfwer was plain, that the Peace of 
Carlowitz with the Turks oblig’d him to keep the 
Government of Tranfylvania and Hungary in his 


own Hands, left they fhould make an Alteration fo 


confiderable, as that of refigning all Tranfylvania 
to another Prince, a Pretence for renewing the 
War; and that befides, it concern’d him a- 
bove all things to preferve the 


The Truth is, the Emperour bas had too much 
Trouble with Prince Ragotski as a private Man, 


to put the Principality of Tranfilvania into his:
